2. That I filed the German application 198 01 933.5 on January 20, 1998 which 
serves as the priority document for US application number 09/582,217 and that lists German 
inventors who were living in the United States at the time of invention. 

That I filed the German application 198 07 502.2 on February 21, 1998 which serves 
as the priority document for US application number 09/601,349 and that lists German 
inventors who were living in the United States at the time of invention. 



That I filed the German application 198 07 992.3 on February 26, 1998 which serves 
as the priority document for US application number 09/622,853 and that lists German 
inventors who were living in the United States at the time of invention. 

That I filed the German application 198 18 852.8 on April 28, 1998 which serves as 
the priority document for US application number 09/674,263 and that lists German inventors 
who were living in the United States at the time of invention.

4. I now understand that retroactive foreign filing licenses are required for these 
cases, and that foreign filing licenses should have been sought prior to filing of the above 
applications in Germany. This mistake was made honestly, and without deceptive intent on 
my part.
